FROM THE ALBEMARLE REGION.

Epexton, N. C,, Feb 17, 1863 —It will be
gratifving to you and to your numerous readers to
learn that the Partigan Rangers (infantry) of
Chowan county, known as the “Yellow Jackets,”
under Lieus. Richard Keough, have opened the
campaign in that'down-trodden and much oppress-
ed country in the most briliant manner. On
Saturday, Tth inst., Lieut. Keough, with nine of
his men, met fifteen of the New Yourk Mounted
Riflemen about three-quarters of a mile from Kd-
enton, inan open field, and routed them completg
ly, killing Lieut, Fullinger iustantly, and danger-
ously, supposed mortally, wounded Cupt. Chur-
chill, a notorious character who had been to Rich-
mond twice as a spy and robbed our citizens on
various occasions. lle was also a correspondent
of the New York Times. He is confined to his
bed in this town, having one buckshot in his righs
ear, one in the forehead and one in the neck.
The remainder of the Yankee cavalry skedadled in
their usual style, leaving the dead and wouuded ip
the hands of our gallant men.

On Mouday after the fight, Lt. Flusser, of the
Yankee steamer Com. Perry, arrived at Kdenton
and ordered al the male citizens of the town be-
tween the apges of 15 and 45 to assemble at the
Court House for the purpose of taking the oath of
allegiance to the United States or remove five
miles from town, thirty-one of whom did weet to
consult on the propriety of doing so. After some
consultation the following named persons agreed
to take the oath in a modified form, viz: Rev. W.
J. Norfleet, Rev. Mr Amis, John M. Jones, Sr.,
William Badbam, Sr., William R. Skinuer, R. G.
Mitchel, Joseph Scott Jones, Samuel T, Bond,
Heonry A. Bond, Richard Paxton, Wm. E. Bond,
James Britt, James Noreom, and Daniel MeDow-
ell—fourteen. The following gentlemen much to
their credit declared they would not take an oath
under any circumstances: Dr. Wm. J. Leary.
Wm. C. Wood, Joseph McCoy, Charles Manning,
Mal. Haughton, Thos. Robinson, James Manning,
Joseph Floyd, Thomas Badham, James Skinoer,
C. Sawyer, Jumes McCoy, William Haughton, M
Rogerson, William MeCoy, Joseph Ellis, and one
whose name is not remembered. The remainder
of the citizens were absent from town or would not
attend.

On Tuesday Lt. Flusser having ascertained that
Lt. Keough had been regularly commissioned by
Gov. Vance, did not carry out his threat, stating
that they had as much right to fight and kill as he
had, and viewed them as carrying on an hovorable
warfare.

The Yankees when about to leave the town
arrested and carried off with them Mr Edward
Wood, on acconnt of his strong Southern princi-
ples, supposed to be done at the instance of a no-
ted Buffalo, Jack Glover and another Buffalo who
was with them throughout the day, and who took
passage with them with his ill gotten gains for
Newbern.— Cor. of Raleigh Progress,
